How the Audience Looked and Ap- 


plauded—Society People Who Were 
Present. 

A better audience than last night witnessed 
the Booth-Barrett presentation of “Julius 
Cesar” at the Chicago Opera-House could 
scarcely be assembled, and, inasmuch as it 
had paid something for its privileges, it was 
perfectly independent in its exhibitions of 
approval. This approval it showed now and 
then; and not, perhaps, in the conventional 
places, but in accordance with ah impulse 
which had reason. There seemed to be a 
real earnestness in the applause. Most of it 
went to Marc Antony, which is proof that 
the play was well performed. 

The qualities of Mr. Booth and those of Mr. 
Barrett are well known in Chicago—well 
known in the parts assumed last night, 
each having been often seen in the character 
in which he then appeared, though not with 
such support. The only new comment to be 
made upon the acting of either man must 
bear alone upon his work, in the ‘degree in 
which it was affected by the presence of the 
other, or in the light in which it appeared by 
contrast. The study from such a point of 
view was pecessarily not without some in- 
terest.

The impetuous earnestness of Cas- 
sius was so well indicated that it almost ex- 
cused the acting which made of the con- 
es n good a man.

not an easy task to compare Barrett 
and Booth thus brought together. Bar- 
rett is not the material from which 
such actors as Booth are made, 
yet there is about the work of Barrett a cer- 
tain native realty which commends itself. 
The comment which applies to Barrett will 
apply to other actors who more or less ap- 
proach to what is counted tness on the 
stage. They havea sort of strength which 
may some time curb them. 
Better “‘supers’’ never,applauded nor wailed 
upon a Chicago stage than those who a 
in the present representation of „las 
Cesar.“ They have been well-trained and 
they are not disreputable in air. Those with 
cracked voices or piping ones are not in the 
“ae majority, and when 
the ranks of the le- 
gions—who at one pe- 
riod of the perform- 
ance applaud in the 
streets of Rome and at 
another do desperate 
deeds upon the battle- 
field—maxe their ap- 
pearance there is no 
whispered comment in 
the theatre that bow- 
legs are bred behind 
the scenes.

[No name is more familiar to the admirers of 
French opera bouffe in this country than that of 
Marie Aimée. Before her advent on the En- 
glish-speaking stage in Mam’selle,” “ Divor- 
cons,” and one or two other works, she was more 
continuousiy on the boards in French opera than 
any other artist that has come here from France. 

n she began to learn to sing in English and 
gave as an encore in opera bouffe ber inimitable 
rendition of Pretty as a Picture,” the enthu- 
siasm of her audiences rose to a fever 
heat. She appeared here in nearly all the 
principal roles of Offenbach's works. and in those 
of nearly all the French composers of that stamp 
which were on this side of the water prior 
to her quitting the French operatic stage for 
that of comedy and musical comedy in English.

dress of Welcome—Remarks by Proml- 
nent Members of the Order—The Ficht 
Against Powderly—Contest Over Chi- 
cago Delegates—Suspended Local As- 
sem blies. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 3.—[Special.]— 
The big Washington Rink, which will seat 
15,000 people, looked lonesome this morning 
when the Nationai Convention of the Knights 
of Labor assembied. Grand Master Powder- 
ly had not arrived, neither had Secretary 
Litchman and the party with him, and not 
more than half the delegates were present. 
About 400 people clustered in one little spot 
around the stage in the big rink and feebly 
applauded the speakers. The atmosphere 
was too chilly to allow of much enthusiasm 
this morning, but the indications are that 
the old rink will be filled before the 
convention adjourns. J. P. McGaughey of 
Minneapolis, Secretary of the General Codp- 
erative Board, called the meeting to order at 
1:40. He announced that the program for 
the morning was almost utterly annihilated. 
He said that he was in receipt of a telegram, 
dated at Chicago at 4 p. m. yesterday, saying 
that Messrs. Powderly and Litchman had 
been unavoidably delayed, and wouid not ar- 
rive before this afternoon. He also said that 
a letter had been received from Gov. McGill, 
who was in Pennsylvania, and would, of 
course, not be able to deliver the welcoming 
address on behalf of the State. Mayor 
Ames was introduced to welcome the dele- 
gates on behalf of the city. He said: 


It affords me exceeding pleasure to welcome you, 
as the chief magistrate of this great and thriving 
city, to Minneapolis. I welcome you to this city, 
which was bui t by labor, and which is now one of 
the strongholds of labor in this country. I am ex- 
ceedingly sorry that my friend, Gov. McGill, is 
not bere to welcome you on behalf of the State, 
but I feel that, having come so near being Gov- 
ernor myselt, I can very properly take his place 
and welcome you on behalf of the Common- 


wealth of Minnesota, I trust your deliberations 


will be the“ most important and rot- 
able in the history of your order. I ve 
learned, in the last few years of my public life, the 
importance and character of the labor move- 
ment. I take pleasure in calling your attention 
to the fact that Minneapolis is the first city in the 
country to come tothe front on the eight-hour 
movement. The present executive and officials 
of this city owe their places to labor, and I can 
assure you that labor is properly appreciated by 
them. Again I welcome you and tender you the 
entire freedom of the city. 

In the absence of General Master Work- 
man, Richard Griffiths, General Worthy 
Foreman of the order, was asked to respond 
for the delegates. Mr. Griffiths said: I have 
no doubt at all that we shail receive kindly 
attention at the hands of the City of Minne- 
apolis while we are in session here. I hope 
that we shall be able to conduct ourselves as 
gentlemen and that our deliberations may be 
conducive of much good to ourselves, the 
wageworkers of this city, and of the whole 
country in general.” 

Most of the delegates to the General As- 
sembly had arrived at 3 o’clock this after- 
noon, Mr. Powderly and General Secretary 
Litchman coming at 2:35 this afternoon. The 
delegates are distributed at all of the hotels, 
the West.being headquarters for the officers 
and committees, The Chi delegates rep- 
resenting District Assemblies 24 and 57 ar- 
rived in the city this morning. There is a 
probability that the Chicago men will kick 
up something more than a mild sen- 
sation in the convention. The kick if it

A.somewhat sensational statement is made 
by C. R. Price of Prescott, Wis., who is now 
in Minneapolis. Mr. Price left his home in 
Prescott, Wis., last February for the great 
Topolobampo (Mexico) coöperative colony, 
which is under the duspices of the Knights 
of Labor. Mr. Price arrived at Guaymas the 
afternvon of Feb. 21. Owing to non-arrival 
of the steamer which was to convey the 
colonists from Guaymas to Topolobampo 
he and a section of the party were 
delayed at the latter place for a 
few days. This delay afterwards ‘proved 
to be a fortunate occurrence, as several par- 
ties who arrived on a return steumer from 
Topolobampo conveyed the startling intelli- 
gence that small-pox was raging amongst the 
colonists. Mr. Price did not care about run- 
ning any risk, so, after receiving corrobora- 
tive testimony of the privations and disease 
which — in the colony, he started for 
Los Angeles, where he remained until about 
two weeks . He makes the following 
statement in the current Jrish Standard of 
Minneapolis: 

Everybody can judge.for himself. Mr. A.

‘Only One of Her Crew Alive—The Cap- 
tain and Two Sailors Perish by the Foun- 
dering of the Havana—Wreck of the Eb- 
enezer—Other Disasters. 


The fierce squall that gathered its forces 
in the southwest and burst on Lake Michi- 
gan Sunday night was the forerunner ofa 
violent westerly gale that raged throughout 
yesterday. It was terribly destructive on the 
Upper Lakes. Several vessels were totally 
destroyed and others were driven ashore. 
Many lives were lost. Early yesterday 
morning the storm centre was well developed 
in the immediate vicinity of the straits, and 
during the day it traveled eastward, causing 
violent winds to prevail throughout the en- 
tire lake region. The greatest veloc- 
ity of the wind recorded at Chicago 
was forty-eight miles an hour. According 
to the afternoon bulletin issued by the 
Weather Bureau the velocity of the wind at 
8 o’clock was as follows: Chicago, west, 
thirty-six miles; Milwaukee, northwest, 
thirty-six miles; Mackinaw, northwest, thir- 
ty-six miles; Port Huron, west, -twe 
miles; Marquette, northwest, thirty-sig 
miles; Detroit, northwest, thirty-six 8 
Sandusky, west, thirty-six miles; Erie, west, 
thirty-six miles; Os thirty-six 
miles.

Every Bourbon Voter Whipped into Line 
The President's Political Talk. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Oct. 3.—[Special.|—While 
the Presidential party was at the exposition 
the great Democratic parade had formed on 
the streets, with 20,000 to 25.000 men in line. 
The utmost efforts had been made to make 
this feature asuccess. Every Democrat in the 
city was called upon to constitute himself a 
committee of one to help along the Cleveland 
boom. The Democratic clubs from Egypt and 
other adjacent districts for 100 miles around 
were summoned in to help swell the pageant. 
Every Democratic war club in the 
city was fully represented. The parade was 
divided into three grand divisions, each of 
which took about forty minutes to pass a 
given point. About forty bands and perhaps 
1,000 mounted men were scattered through 
the line, and each ward or club carried its 
full complement of banners and transpa- 
rencies such as are seen in regular campaign 
Democratic processions.

St. Lovis, Mo., Oct. 3—[Special.}]—The 

scene at the Merchants’ Exchange was, after 
all, a small thing compared with that at the 
Lindell during the next three hours. The 
public reception here lasted from 8 to 6 
o’clock. At3o’clock 40,000 men and women 
filled Washington avenue, Sixth and Seventh 
streets. The hotel lobby, stairway, and par- 
lors were already crowded, and it required a 
hundred policemen to keep the people from 
bursting in through the doors and windows. 
After leaving the exchange the President 
had been driven to the Lindell Hotel, and got- 
ten in by an unguarded side door, where the 
crowd was comparatively small.

mence, All this is on the testimony of ac- 
complices of the conspirators amply corrob- 
orated by independent witnesses. It was 
further proved that the leading conspirators 
were at the scene of the murder; that they 
were overheard making arrangements for the 
} bomb-throwing. Still further, that one of the 
conspirators—Schnaubelt—arrested and aft- 
erwards allowed to escape through the stu- 
pidity of an officer, and since a fugitive from 
justice—was seen to throw the deadly bomb 
which killed eight policemen and wounded 
others, It was also proved by overwhelming 
testimony of competent experts that the 
bomb was identical in material and construc- 
tion with those manufactured by Lingg.
